HELD A MEETING OF FRIENDS 


Thanked Them for Support and With- 
‘drew fom the Race. 


CAUCUS MEETS AT 3 THIS AFTERNQON 


It Is Believed That the Race Is Now 
Between Captain Howell and Mr. 
Clay—A Hard Day’s Work 
by the Candidates 
Yesterday. 


The senatorial race has narrowed down 
to three candidates. 

The first withdrawal occurred last night, 
when Hon. Hal T. Lewis came down. He 
called a meeting of his supporters, thanked 
them earnestly for the loyal help they have 
given him, politely but firmly declined their 
plea that he continue in the race and an- 


nounced that he would not contest further — 


for the honor. 

Mr. Lewis’s withdrawal fell like a thun- 
der clap in the crowded lobby of the Kim- 
ball. It was made public at 9:30 o’clock, 
when the members of the house and senate 
who had attended the final meeting of the 
candidate from Greene appeared upon the 
floor. 

The surprise was heightened because of 
the deep impression that was prevalent all 
yesterday that the chances of Mr. Lewis 
were perhaps brighter than they had ever 
been. Scarcely anyone outside of his im- 
mediate support anticipated the move. 

When the news became known it started 


| angw the energetic canvassing of the can- 
| didates. They went to work with fresh 


zeal to win over, if possible, the voters 
who were thrown upon the field without a 
first choice by the. withdrawal of Mr. 
Lewis. 

There were twenty-two representatives 
and senators at Mr. Lewis’s meeting, and 
he wes the first choice of that number. 
These votes are to be divided among the 
three candidates remaining in the fleld to- 
day and it is impossible to decide what 
effect the withdrawal of Mr. Lewis will 
have upon the strength of the other candi- 
dates. 

It was the universal impression among 
the politicians last night, however, that 
the retirement of Mr. Lewis makes it cer- 
tain that today’s caucus will settle the 
senatorial race. Before the news of his 
retirement was announced it was the gen- 
eral belief that a deadlock was certain to 
ensue, and that it might be several days 
before any result was reached. 

Candidates Did Not Expect It. 

The candidates put in a hard day’s work 
yesterday ‘without counting on the pos- 
sibility of Mr. Lewis’s coming out of the 
race, and they were thrown into a sort of 
demoralization when the fact was an- 
nounced, They quickly rallied, however, 
and went to work to do what they could 
to win the support which had just left the 
retiring candidate. 

Mr. Lewis’s withdrawal was characteris- 
tic of the man. It was done against the 
earnest protest of his warm supporters. 
They declared their desire to vote for him 
and work for him to the end, confident 
that he had a splendid show of success. 
But Mr. Lewis felt that he was unwilling 
to continue further in the contest under the 
prevailing conditions and stated to his 
friends that he was no longer an aspirant 
for the place. 

Mr. Lewis withdrew urder the happiest 
auspices, and with an unbroken and loyal 
support back of him. He entered the race 
at the request of these friends and many 
others. No thought of offering for the 
place had ever occurred to him until meet- 
ings in his home county and in other parts 
of his district virtually placed him in the 
race. Even then he was reluctant to en- 
ter. He had several times declined to run 
for congress when success was certain and 
had refused to enter the race for justice 
of the supreme court at a time when the 
most flattering offers of support were held 
out to him from all parts of the state. 

His Friends Put Him In. 

But his friends drew him into the sena- 
torial race. They felt that a hot contest 
would? be meade for the place and 
that Mr. Lewis, by reason of high 
character, superb equipment, and the fact 
that he has made no political enemies, was 
the man above all others to unite the forces 
of the other candidates and receive the 
honor. Upon the idea that a bitter fight for 
the office might be avoided. Mr. Lewis con- 
sented to offer for the place. He came to 
Atlanta and opened headquarters, and it 
has been many times said of him that he 
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in a race in’ which @e is the lowest man, 
no matter ‘how brigi® his prospects might 

Mr. Lewis felt, atid so .stated to his 
friends, that if he should continue in the 
race this cafididacy would only intensify the 
strained condition of things, and he was 
unwilling to do this, Taking that view of 
the matter he determined yesterday after- 
noon to leave the field to the other candi- 
dates. 

Consults with His Friends. 

He-talked the matter over with his warm 
friends and supporters, Judge John C. Hart, 
Congressman W. M. Howard, Captain Wy- 
lie Burnett and others. It-was agreed to 
call a meeting of his friends last night. At 
that meeting there. Were present:

Mr. Lewis To His Friends. 

In his quiet, diggified way Mr. Lewis 
stated the decision “he had reached, and 
gave his reasons for it. He most earnestly 
thanked those who had supported him, and 
pledged them ihs eternal gratitude. Many 
them insisted that he continue in the race; 
declared his chanceg to be brighter and 
better than ever, and pledged him their 
best support to the last ditch, He was deep- 
ly touched by the offers of continued help 
from his friends, but stated that he could 
not consent to remain longer in the fight. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a letter, 
addressed to the general assembly, was 
drawn up by his three friends, Messrs. 
Hart, Howard and Burnett. This was 
given out after the meeting, and is as 
follows: 

Letter of Withdrawal. 

“To the Members of the General Assem- 
bly of Georgia—At the solicitation of his 
friends, Hon. Hal.T.. Lewis was induced to 
consent that his name should be presented 
to the general assembly for the office of 
United States senator. The hope was en- 
tertained on their part that Mr. Lewis’s 
pure life, rare mental endowment, scholarly 
attainments and great worth, coupled with 
his unselfish, conspicuous and useful ser- 
vices to his party would attract to his 
Support a majority of the electors. 

‘Realizing the condition of affairs now 
existing in the general assembly, growing 
out of the rivalry between the candidates 


before it, and believing that a continuance | 


of his candidacy would but tend to 
intensify a é situation it was hoped 
to -avert. Mr. Lewis has informed 
his friends that he is unwilling to remain 
longer in the race. ~ 5 iat 
“‘Deferring to his express wish, and ap- 

preciating the lofty purpose which has 
inspired and determined his resolution, the 
undesigned carry to: t#ese friends who have 
so loyally supported him Mr. Lewis's 
thanks and sincere appreciation of their 
disinterested devoticn to his cause and 
now inform the general assembly that he 
is no longer a candidate for the senate.

Yesterday’s Hard Work. 

Work and rumors were all there was in 
the shape vf developments in the senato- 
rial fight until Mr. Lewis came down last 
night. The candidates kept up a pretty 
lively scurrying about and held their usual 
quota of caucuses and meetings. They may 
have worked miracles behind the closed 
doors of their caucus rooms, but the day 
was prolific of no surface results up to 
nightfall. 

The air was laden with rumors of deals, 
trades, withdrawals and all that soft of 
election talk throughout the day, but no 
actual development came, 

The candidates were all confident, as a 
matter of course. It was the general opin- 
ion during the day that the rave would be 
between Captain Howell and Mr. UClay, 
with Mr. Lewis as a strong possibility. 
The senators, representatives and others 
take no stock in dark horse talk, and there 
seems to be not the ghost of a chance for 
one to come in. After Mr. Lewis withdrew 
last night, it was agreed in the lobbies 
that the race is now between Captain How. 
ell and Mr. Clay, and a battle royal be- 
tween those gentlemen is expected in cau- 
cus today. 

Captain Howell and his friends were in 
tigh spirits last night. Hope ran high 
with them, and they were mcre confident 
than ever. The captain's headquarters were 
thronged throughout theday and his 
friends rallied about him in stronger array 
than ever before. They were highly enthu- 
siastic and are counting much on today’s 
results, 

Steve Clay was full of zeal, determina- 
tion and hope yesterday afternoon and de- 
clares that he expects to be the winner in 
today’s fight. His friends met with him 
in caucus during the afternaon and all de- 
clared themselves hopeful that the Cobb 
county man would pull out ahead today. 

Up to the time Mr. Lewis withdrew it 
was thought there would be a long dead- 
lock, but his coming out removes this fear. 
It is thought by every One now that the 
race will be ended this afternoon. 


The Caucus Today. 

The voting will begin at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. Probably a larger audience than 
usual will be present in the hope that a 
choice will be made. At the very start there 
will be some radical changes in the balilot- 
ing, caused by the withdrawal of Mr. Lew- 
is.

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S OUT AT LAST 
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Suppressed Campaign Document 
Is Sharp and Salty, 
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NO WONDER BUTLER HELD IT 
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Almost Every Utterance a Criticism of 
His =Management, 


JUMPS ON SEWALL WITH BOTH FEET 


Strangest Letter of Acceptance Ever 
Written—Wrote Seven Columns 
Before His Anger Cooled and 
Then He Was Not Good 
Humored. 


Thomas E. Watson’s letter, accepting the 
vice presidential nomination of the popu- 
list party, has at last been given to the 
public. 

It was written on October 14th last, to 
Senator Marion Butler, chairman of the 
notification committee and manager of the 
populist campaign. It was suppressed by 
Senator Butler during the campaign for 
reasons that are obvious from a perusal of 
its contents. 

The document is nearly seven columns 
long and contains some pungent criticisms 
against Senator Butler and his manage- 
ment. Naturally the senator declined to 
give it publicity when almost every utter- 
ance was a criticism of his policy and 
his plans. 

Mr. Watson will publish his letter in full 
in his official organ, The People’s Party 
Paper, which comes out today. The Con- 
stitution reproduces here extracts which 
give the substance of the letter: 

“Hon. Marion Butler, Chairman Ex-Of.- 
ficio for Notification Committee—Dear Sir: 


nomination by the peoples’ party for the 
office of vice president has been received. 

“It is solely becavse of my promise to 
do so that I accept the nomination. The 
unusual conditions confronting us must be 
my excuse for submitting to the public 
a fair statement of the facts touching this 
remarkable campaign, in .crder that al} 
tnprejudiced minds may reach just con- 
clusions. 

“As the time for beginning the presi- 
dential campaign of 189 approaches, the 
democratic party found itself in a dying 
conditicn, and it resorted to a desperate 
remedy to save itself from dissolution. 
It publicly renounced the republican poli- 
cies which it has already enacted into law, 
and professed the populist creed which it 
had bitterly assailed. Having closed the 
docrs of the mints to silver, having sus- 
tained Mr. Cleveland in his refusal to allow 
the seigniorage coined, having conditioned 
his issue of bonds in violation of law, hav- 
ing acquiesced in his contraction policy of 
destroying the greenbacks, having helped 
to feed the trusts by the passage of the 
Wilson-Gcrman-Jones tariff bill, the demo- 
cratic party, realizing that it had lost the 
respect, the confidence and the patience 
of the people, determined to anticipate the 
triumph of populism by a public confes- 
sion of political guilt, an earnest assertion 
of change of heart, a devout acceptance of 
populist principles and a modern demand 
that the people’s party should vacate its 
quarters and surrender its political pos- 
Sessions. 

Democratic Independence. 

“A very staggering piece of political tm- 
pudence was this. It was not a minority 
of the democratic party which murdered 
silver in 1893. It was a majority that did it 
—a majority in the house, a majority in 
the senate. And the men who committed 
the deed cannot now’ promise more sol- 
emnly to undo their work than they prom- 
ised in 1892 todo it. * * * 

“During the dreary years of 1892, °93, °94 
and °’9%, when republicans and democrats 
alike were falling pver each other in the 
effort to be first at Wall street’s feet, and 
lowest in the dust of political self-abase- 
ment to the trusts, the national banks, the 
railroads, the bondholders and the gold 
speculators, the people’s party was the 
one champion of the people. It stood fear- 
lessly against the hungry hordes cf class 
legislation. It proclaimed constantly its 
undying antagonism to Wall street and its 
polocies. It held aloft the sacred barver of 
a people’s rights and called for patriots to 
rise and defend the republic. Since the 
bugle-note of Rhoderick woke the high- 
lands, and the fiery cross sped from moun- 
tain to glen and from glen to hamlet, there 
has been no such spontaneous outburst of 
popular enthusiasm as marked the growth 
of the people’s party. One creed, one pur- 
pose, one hope, one inspiration moved us ail, 
and had we sternly put temptation aside 
and nominated to straight populist ticket 
at St. Louis, one man from the west and 
one from the south, we would have swept 
this land from sea to sea. * * * 

His Compliments to Sewall. 

“At Chicago, the democratic managers, 
having adopted the leading populist prin- 
ciples, nominated for the first place on the 
ticket a candidate who indorses those prin- 
ciples. 

“But there was a powerful minority pres- 
ent which protested against the nominees 
and against the platform. To pacify this 
anti-Bryan element in Bryan’s own party 
they. named for the second dlace on the

: resentatives of the eastern corporation in- 


terests,railroad interests and manufacturing 
interests shrewdly manipulated the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Sewall, and thus, before the 
Bryan men well knew what had been done, 
they had been checkmated in the very hour 
of their rejoicing. 

“Following the democratic convention 
came the populist national convention at 
St. Louis. 

“Two distinct factions appeared. One was 
composed of democratic emissaries who 
demanded that the people’s party should 
unconditionally indorse the democratic 
ticket * * °., 

‘“‘The other faction in the convention was 
known as ‘middle of the road.’ The men 
who composed it had the brazen effrontery. 
to claim that populism should adhere to 
the principles upon which the party had 
been founded and to the policy which had 
given it growth * * * 

The Populist Convention. 

“Between the broad-minded populists 
who were clamoring for unconditional sur- 
render to democracy, and the middle of the 
roaders, who wanted populism to be true 
to its mission, quite a wrangle ersued at 


St. Louis. 

“You were present at St. Louis, senator, 
and you therefore know that after Senator 
Allen made his public statement that the 
western populists were going to support 
the democratic ticket, whether it was in- 
dorsed by the populists or not, the middle 
of the road faction met in caucus and de- 
termined to put forth a straight populist 
ticket. Twenty-one statés were represented 
in this caucus. It selected Hon. S. F. Nor- 
ton, of Illinois, and Hon. Frank Burkitt, 
of Mississippi, as the middle of the road 
nominees for president and vice president, 
respectfully. Had these gentlemen been 
nominated by the midile of the road 
men of the convention, I do not 
hesitate to say that they would have rr- 
ceived my hearty support as against the 
Chicago ticket of the democratic party. 

“But I was igncrant of the action of the 
caucus, and did not learn the facts till 
after the convention adjourned. I was 
asked to allow the use of my name to har- 
monize all the differences. which existed in 
the convention, and consented upon that 
express condition. Thereupon the names of 
Messrs. Norton and Burkitt were nct pre- 
sented, and the nomination of the Bryan 
ard Watson ticket then followed, it being 
understood that if the populists accepted 
the democratic nominee, the democrats 
would accept the nominee of the populists, 

What the People Wanted. 

‘There is no doubt that among the voters 
of the democratic party, south and west, 
there was an earnest desire that the pop- 
lists should be met half way. The people 
wished for union among the advocates of 
silver, and they felt that union could not 
be accomplished by demanding am abject 
surrender at the hands of the populists. 

“The leaders of the democratic party, 
however, having secured populist indorse- 
ment of Mr. Bryan by direct vote in the 
convention, determined to secure it for Mr.

LARGE QUANTITIES OF WAR MATERIAL TAKEN 


General Oastellano Started To Meet 
Garcia, but if He Did Nothing 
Has Been Heard from It. 


Key West, Fla., November 11.—Passen- 
gers who arrived from Havana tonight 
bring intelligence that the capture of the 
town of Guaimaro was of more importance 
than first reported. When the news reach- 
ed Havana it caused great excitement. It 
was only partially printed, but was wired 
to Madrid and made a sensation. It is 
said it so stirred the people that they 
forced the government to oblige Weyler to 
take the field. 

The steamer Julia, which arrived at 
Havana yesterday from Neuvitas, reports 
no communication with the city of Puerto 
Principe since the 27th. 

Many bridges have been blown up, cul- 
verts burned and about seven kilometers 
of railway tracks torn up. Great anxiety 
prevails in Nuevitas regarding the fate of 
Puerto Principe. The steamer; brought let- 
ters detailing the attack on Gtiaimaro. It 
appears General Calixto, with a large rebel 
force and two pieces of artillery, attacked 
the place on October i7th. The next day 
he captured the trenches and destroyed 
ten forts, surrounding the town. The gar- 
rison, 150 soldiers, surrendered, but were 
ordered released, except Quartermaster 
Mola, who, being a Cuban, attended the 
wounded. They were then sent to Puerto 
Principe under an escort. The officers 
Were paroiled. Major Martinez, in com- 
mand of the detachment, was wounded in 
the arm and died at the hospital as a re- 
sult of amputation. 

The citizens of the town were forced to 
aid the rebels destroy the trenches, houses, 
etc. 

The town was blown up with dynamite. 
Three hundred stands of arms were cap- 
tured and a large quantity of war material, 
the place being the base of supply of the 
provinces, Santiago and Principe. All 
stores were sacked, owners made prisoners 
and a ransom asked. Two paid $1,400, and. 
were released and escorted to Baga. Gen- 
eral Castellanos, with a strong colum of 
infantry and cavalry and artillery, started 
to meet Garcia, but nothing has been heard 
since. 

Great excitement prevails in Havana, not 
only on account of the above, but also be- 
cause of news received from the United 
States regarding Cleveland’s future atti- 
tude on the Cuban question.

It can- 
not be said with truth that the great falling 
off in he late election was due to any want 
of effort on his part or that of the demo- 
cratic executive committee.

The office 
of governor is the one he desired and the 
one he was chosen to fill for two years. He 
ought not. therefore, having been so de- 
liberately selected to fill the office of chief 
executive, throw it down, but continue to 
discharge its duties. When we consider the 
fact that he has been chosen governor the 
second time without opposition, all the 
leading men in the state gracefully yield- 
ing any claim to this office in his behalf. 
Wwe may well say that the eagerness of 
Governor Atkinson to become United States 
senator, exhibits such an amount of greedi- 
ness for high public position as is distaste- 
ful, if not disgusting to the voters of the 
State. If, however, not regarding the claims 
of others, he is determined to run for the 
office of United States senator, he ought, 
in a spirit of fairness and justice, to resign 
the office of governor and place himself on 
& ground of equality with his opponents 
and not continue to bring all the patronage 
and powers of the gubernatorial office to 
gid him in getting the place of United 
States senator. This is so manifestly true 
that we wonder how any honorable man 
can act otherwise. The course which the 
overnor is now pursuing will, if sanctioned 
y the legislature, result in great harm to 
the democratic party. It will produce a har- 
vest of bad feelings which will show its 
effects in future elections. Men who take 
an active part in politics, who spend their 
time and money for the benefit of the par- 
ty, will not tolerate an unequal distribu- 
tion of public offices and hénors. A party 
which does not reward its leading men fair- 
ly with honors and distifictions must perish. 
“Another, and the usual objection made 
to Governor Atkinson’s candidacy for the 


‘senate is that his election to the ‘senate itn- 


volves a special election for governor 
friends. say, however, that this is ioe a 
g00d objection, because the election 
for governor could be ordered to take 
place when the election for the judges of 
the supreme court takes place, w fo not 
think that the reply meets the objection 
fully. Such is the weariness of the people 
of Georgia with repeated élections, we all 
know, that the election for judges will 
draw out a very small proportion of the 
voters of the state, and will not express 
anything like a decided conviction of pub- 
lic opinion. The judges will be elected by a 
minority vote of the people beyond a 
doubt, and if the election for governor is 
thrown into the same contest so far from 
adding to the interest of the voters 
will repél them and drive them off.

The Proposed Amendments to the Pres- 
ent Law and What They Mean. 

Editor Constitution—I am a candidate 
for justice of the peace, to fill the term 
beginning at the expiration of the term 
of the present ‘justice of the peace of the 
1026th district, Georgia militia, Fulton 
county, Georgia, and, therefore, am tnter- 
ested to that extent in any legislation 
proposed or that may be adopted by the 
present seesion of the general assembiy, 
The public. generally are more interested 
throughout the state than I wan possibly 
be. ‘here is iegisiation now pending in 
relerence to the time of hoiding this elec- 
tion. A bill proposed by Mr. Mozeley, of 
Cobb, seeks Ww Ghange Ue time of hoiding 
the next election from the first Saturday 
in January, 1897, to the fourth Saturday in 
Vecember, lsy6, (the present year). An- 
cther is to change the time from the first 
Saturday in January to the time for the 
election of state and county oilficers, this 
bill to go into effect in 1900, ° 

That there should be a change of time 
fer the holding of these elections in the 
future I make no question, All elections are 
to be held under the general registration 
law of the state now in rauon until 
ohanged. This law provides that only qual- 
ified voters who are reyistered for the 
year in which the election is held are ex- 
tinued .o vote in any election. If the elec- 
i. comes off, as the present lew provides, 
on the second day of January, 187, there 
Wiil not be, and camnot be, a list of quali- 
fled voters under the registration act for 
the years 1807. Therefore, the necessity of 
the bill of Mr. Mozeley, which brings on 
the election in the year 1896. He proposes 
to move up the election one week, and 
thereby authorize all registered voters in 
the year 1896 to participate in the election, 
thus avoiding complications or ques- 
tions of doubtful legality that might possi- 
bly arise should the election be held as 
now provided for, Upon the same line is 
the bill introduced Mr. Felder, of 
Fulton, which is to go into affect in 1900, 
with the additional commendatory provis- 
ion that the election shall unite with the 
Other state and county elections, and be 
held at the same time that the other officers 
of the state are elected. 

I fully agree with the sentiment which 
prevails -throughout the state that our 
peopie are burdened with too many elec- 
tions, and that so far as practicable they 
should be held on one day. Believing in this 
sentiment, I think Mr. Mozeley made a 
mistake in not proposing to have the 
election of justice of the peace throughout 
the state on. the same day and at the 
same places when voters will 
called upon to elect judges for the su- 
preme court under the amendment of the 
constitution lately adopted. I can seé no 
impropriety if the iegislature adopts this 
day and time as .an amendment to Mr. 
Mozeley’s bill. There fs, nor can there be, 
any politics in the matter, The convention 
(democratic), which meets next week, I 
have no doubt, will present the names of 
such gentlemen for judges of the supreme 
court who, by their legal ability and, other 
qualifications, will find no opposition to 
their election. If cur friends, the enemy, 
should present candidates not in accord 
with democratic principles, which I see 
no prbpbability of, n the candidates 
named -will have to rely upon pefsonal 
friends or interested parties to turn owt 
and vote for them on the third Wednesday 
in December. If the election of justices of 
the peace for each militia district is held 
the same day and at the same plares, there 
will be a local influencé brought to bear 
in the election which will be complmen- 
tary to the enemies of the party. 

if one will think for a moment he will 
be satisfied that the day Mr. Mozeley pro- 
poses for election of justices of the peace, 
to-wit, Decémber 26—the day after Christ- 
mas day, to say the least, is a very in- 
appropriate one to hold an election. And 
should the amendment suggested in this 
communication be had, to have the elec- 
tion at the time and places for the elec- 
tion of judges of the supreme court, the 
people will be relieved of ome election at 
least, and the state and counties will be 
saved the expense necessary thereto.

MILLAIS’S SUCCESSOR. 


Something About the New President 
of the Royal Academy. 
From The New York Advertiser. 

A cablegram from London brings the 
news that Edward J. Poynter has been 
elected president of the Royal academy. 
The contest for the place of Millais has 
been a hot one. Poynter’s rivals were all 
men well known in the art and literary 
world. Watts had the strongest claim on 
the honor, but his age was against him. 
Some of the others mentioned were Val 
Prinsep, Orchardson, Alma Tadema and the 
American, Sargent. It required no ordi- 
nary care to decide which of these artists 
most nearly fulfill the complex require- 
ments of the office. 

The president of the Royal academy is 
virtually the head of the art world in the 
queen’s realm, and the position requires 
@ many-sided man. He must not only be 
an artist of unquestionable attainments, 
but a man of the world and of business, 
possessed of that, free from narrowness, 
and able to manage successully an institu- 
tion of extremely close and conservative 
policy. 

As an artist Mr. Poynter holds a very 
high rank. His name stands with the most 
authoritative in the Royal academy. He is 
essentially an erudite painter. His art is 
markedly grave and learned rather than 
spontaneous, and from the first works he 
exhibited to the last we may trace an un- 
interrupted sequence of purpose and 
achievement. Their themes are all intel- 
lectual, starting with “The Egyptian Senti- 
nel and the Siren,” with which he made his 
first appearance on the walls of the acad- 
emy in 1864, to the “Israel in Egypt," ‘““The 
Catapult,” “The Prodigal Son,” “The Gol- 
den Age,” “A Visit to Aesculapius,” now at 
South Kensington, and “The Visit of the 
Queen of Sheba.” All his works reflect 
wide knowledge and scientific training.

VESSELS WOULD BE CLOSE TO CUBA 


Naval Authorities Say Evolutions 
Must Be Performed and the Best 
Water Is in the Gulf. 


Washington, November 11,—Admiral 
Runce’s squadron will go to Venezuela in a 
few weeks, unless a radical departure is 
made in the plans perfected at the navy 
department today when the admiral came 
down from New York under summons 
from his superiors and devoted the entire 
day to a diacussion of the complex conidi- 
tions that are understood to be inseparable 
from the cruise. 

The object of Admiral Bunce's new orders 
fe declared to be without any significance 
in the foreign affairs of the United States, 
but relates altogether to the necessities of 
effective naval administration. The great 
fleet which has been concentrated in home 
waters since last spring, ostensibly for the 
advantage of evolution and drill in squad- 
ron formation, but confessedly as a pre- 
cautionary measure against unforseen 
contingencies of possible development out 
of the Cuban and other complications in 
which the administration was more or less 
involved, cannot be dispersed until those 
conditions have ceased to exist, nor is it 
possible to maintain the ships idle in navy 
yards with the attendant expense for re- 
pairs always numerous during long stays in 
home ports. 

Admiral Bunce, as well as all naval 
officers, has contiually urged the necessity 
of keeping up the drills at sea, but these 
require a base of operations free from ice, 
easy of access, in which the whole fleet 
can anchor without crowding and where 
coal is cheap and good food abundant. Tho 
gulf of Mexico offers the most admirable 
theater for such winter operations, but the 
authorities have agreed that on account 
of its nearness to Cuba the presence of so 
large a force in the gulf would certainly be 
misinterpreted at Madrid. 

When it was finally conceded that the 
fleet must be held together and that evolu- 
tions must be had, the only waters where 
the ships could be always in ready call for 
hurried return to this coast if needed was 
found in that part of the Atlantic near the 
mouth of the Orinoco and at the entrance 
of the Carribean sea well away from Ha- 
vana. 

According to present understanding the 
fleet will be at Hampton Roads most of 
December and will start south before 
Christmas. 

Made a Successful Standing. 

Kingston, Jamaica, November 11.—An im- 
portant expedition in aid of the insurgents 
in Cuba, conveying dispatches from New 
York of vital importance and stores of 
medicine and clothing, sailed from here 
last ‘week. The boats on board of ;which 
the expedition left here have returned and 
report the successful landing of the mem- 
bers of the party and the supplies upon 
the Cuban coast. 


MENELIK’S LETTER TO THE POPE 


African King Hopes His Holiness Will 
Try and Make Peace. 

Rome, November 11.—The vatican official 
journal prints the text of the letter recent- 
ly received by the pope from King Mene- 
lik, of Abyssinia, which was brought to 
his holiness by Monsignor Macaire. In his 
letter King Menelik protests his devotion to 
the pope and maintains that, since the ltal- 
jun government continues in its attitude of 
hostility towards Abyssinia he is unable to 
sacrifice the sole guarantee of peace that 
he holds by restoring to liberty the Italian 
prisoners he has taken and now holds. 
Menelik also expresses hope that the pope 
will intervene in the interest if peace, and 
thus accelerate the liberation of the pris- 
oners.

Brazil’s Vice President Will Conduct 
Public Affairs. 
Washington, November 11.—The Brazil.

Fusionists Claim There Was Fraud in 
Minnesota Election. 

Minneapolis, Minn., November 11.—It 
Was announced today that the friends of 
John Lind, fusion candidate for governor, 
will demand a recount.

LAW DECLARED OF NO EFFECT. 


Tennessee’s Assignment Statue Declar- 
ed To Be Unconstitutional. 

Hirox, .le, Tenn.; November’ 11.—(Special.) 
The supreme court of Tennessee today de- 
cided the general assignment law passed by 
the legislature in 18% to be unconstitu- 
tional. This was anticipated, but, never- 
theless, cuts quite a figure in several big 
assignments recently made in the state. 
The case on trial was the Third National 
bank et al. versus the Divine Grocery 
Company, Hamilton county, C. J. Snod- 
grass. This bill was filed attacking deeds 
of trust filed by the Divine Grocery Com- 
pany and involved the constitutionality of 
the general assignment act of 1895. If the 
act was valid certain preferences were 
given that were not lawful. The act was 
declared to be uwnheonstitutional and of no 
effect. The deeds were held not invalid 
and the decree of the court of chancery 
appears. reversed and the bill dismissed 
with costs. 


NEW YORK GRAIN DEALERS FAIL 


Caused Considerable Surprise as the 
Firm Did a Large Business. 
New York, November 11.—Clapp & Co., 
dealers in stocks and grain, have failed. 
Last night the firm made an assignment 
to William T. Davis, Jr. The failure occa- 
sioned some surprise, as the firm has been 
credited with doing a very large business 
during the last five years of its existence 
in this city. The firm are members of the 
New York produce and cotton exchanges 
and of the Chicago board of trade. They 
were formerly members of the Consoll- 
dated exchange, but resigned with the idea 
of becoming members cf the New York 
cotton exchange.

CLEMENTS ELECTED SPEAKER 


Sayre Succeeds Pettus as President of 
|. the Senate, ie Ee 2 


NUMBER OF BILLS WERE INTRODUCED 


There Were Many Important Recom- 
mendations Contained in Oates’s 
Message—What Was Done. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Both houses of thé general assembly 
met in regular session at 10 o’clock this 
morning. After prayer and the calling of 
the roll Im the house, the election of @ 
speaker was proceeded with. The first bal- 
lot resulted: N. N. Clements, democrat, 69; 
A. P. Longshore, populist, 20; J. C. Aber- 
crombie, republican, 4. 

Colonel Clements was declared to be the 
speaker of the house. He was escorted to 
the chair, and delivered an eloquent and 
patriotic speech of acceptance. 

Mr. Massie Wilson, of Clark, was unani- 
mously re-elected clerk of the house. 

Mr. Jesse Adams, of Dale, was elected 
assistant clerk over King, populist, and 
Tuckle, republican, : 

Mr. Val Taylor, of Perry, was unani- 
mously re-elected engrossing clerk, and 
Mr. W. P. Howell, of Cherokee, was elected 
enrolling clerk over his populist and repub- 
lican competitors. 

Messrs. Robert Hasson and J. T. Fain 
were elected doorkeeper and assistant door- 
keeper, respectively. 

A message from the senate requesting that 
a joint committee be appointed to wait upon 
the governor was received, and a commit- 
tee was appointed. To this committee Gov- 
ernor Oates gave his biennial message. It 
is a voluminous! document of some 25,000 
words, and deals with every detail of the 
state government. Among other things 
Governor Oates recommends that the Sayre 
election law be abolished; that the county. 
convict system be abolished and that cer- 
tain ohanges be made in the state convict 
system; that building and joan associations 
be required to pay taxes on all of their 
assets; that laws looking to the assessment 
of all of the property in the state be en- 
acted, the fault in the present tax system 
laying in the assessment rather than in the 
rate of taxation; that state elections be 
held every four years, and that officers be 
ineligible to re-election; that the legisla- 
ture sit for sixty days, or ten days longer 
than the time now required; that su- 
preme court judges be elected for ten 
years; that solicitors be paid fees rather 
than salaries; that no politica conventions 
be allowed to be held in the capitol, that a 
state historian be arpointed on a salary of 
$1,200; that the south end of the capitol 
Square be purchased and a governor’s mo2n- 
sion be erected on it; that, in addition to a 
State examiner, an examiner be appointed 
in every congressional district and be paid 
$6 per day while at work; that $2 be the 
charge for a commission under seal instead 
of $1; that o tax be laid expressly for the 
mairtenance of the public schools; that 
larger appropriations be made for the State 
University and for the Girls’ Industrial 
school, that the military be encouraged and 
that $100 be appropriated for the best drill- 
ed company in eech rigiment. 

There are numerous other suggestions 
and recommendations, but those referred to 
are among the most important. The house 
received a message and each member was 
furnished with a printed copy of it. 

At noon the house adjourned until tomor- 


row.

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The Senatorial Election. 

One of the arguments employed last 

week to dispose of the protest against 
the cost and confusion of a new election 
in Georgia at this time was that if Gov- 
ernor Atkinson should be promptly nom- 
inated by the caucus, he would at once 
resign, thereby giving the people 
of the state a whole week in 
which toconsider the gubernatorial 
vacancy and the succession, and 
allowing them to select delegates to a 
gubernatorial convention next Saturday, 
the day on which the delegates to the 
supreme court convention are to be 
chosen. 
’ The Constitution showed at the time, 
and before the balloting for senator be- 
gan, that the argument was absurd on 
the face of it; that the people would 
not have sufficient time in which to ar 
range for the gubernatorial succession; 
that the selection of delegates on the 
day set apart for choosing delegates to 
the supreme court convention would be 
to violate the intentions of the legisla- 
ture, which took the supreme court mat- 
ter out of current and partisan politics 
and set it apart; and that the effort to 
dispose of the gubernatorial succession 
in such a manner would involve undue 
haste and add to the resentment which 
the people would surely feel at having 
to settle over again a question which 
they have just settled. 

But the caucus did not 
mate a senator last Monday, nor 
did it select one Tuesday. The 
balloting has been postponed by 
edjournment until this (Thursday) 
afternoon, with the possibility that the 
result may be delayed for another day 
ortwo. Butin the event that the legis- 
lative caucus does not select a senator 
today, the general assembly could not 
ratify the choice until Friday the 18th. 
Should the choice fall on Governor At- 
kinson, and he should resign immediate- 
ly, it would be impossible for the selec- 
tion of delegates to a gubernatorial con- 
vention to take place concurrently with 
the delegates to the supreme court con- 
vention, for that primary is fixed for 
Saturday’ the 14th, and will take place 
on that day. : 

Thus, in order to avoid the cost of a 
new election, should Governor Atkinson 
be chosen, he would have to resign one 
day and the delegates to nominate his 
successor chosen in all the counties of 
the state the next day. The idea is both 
preposterous and impossible. The dem- 
ocratic state convention to nominate su- 
preme cofirt justices will be held No- 
vember 18th—next Wednesday. The elec- 
tion of the justices will take place De- 
cember 18th. As the gubernatorial elec- 
tion cannot be held in less than thirty 
days, it would be impossible for the elec- 
tion for Governor Atkinson’s successor 
to take place on the day set apart for the 
selection of supreme court justices. Even 
if it were possible, the election of a 
governor concurrently with the election 
of supereme court judges would be a 
gross violation of the spirit of the su- 
preme court amendment. 

So that, after all is said, the legislature 
will have to fall back on the naked ques- 
tion whether any man’s claims to the 
senatorial toga—whether any man’s ser- 
vices to the party, already highly re- 
warded—demand the infliction of an- 
other campaign and election on the peo- 
ple at a heavy cost in money and a much 
heavier cost to the people and the party, 
which will have to face not only the 
opposition that grows out of the pres- 
ent situation, but the resentment of 
thousands of yoters who will resent an 
unnecessary election. 

These are matters that the members 
of the legislature will have to settle

We do not know that such a 
contention has been openly made, but 
it is to be inferred from the attitude of 
those who have been doing all they could 
to creatéa vacancy in the governor’s of- 
fice and thus precipitate upon the party 
an unnecessary and doubtful campaign 
upon the taxpayers of the state the cost 
of an unnecessary election, and what 
they, as democrats, must consider as of 
a great deal more importance—to place 
upon the democratic leaders, the demo- 
cratic workers and the democratic mas- 
es in each county, the burden of an Un 
neccessary election. It is impossible 
that the party could have gone 80 deeply 
in debt to any man, Is there no reci- 
procity in such matters? When a party 
highly honors a man, has it Do claim on 
his consideration? Must it be put to 
an unusual and unnatural strain to re 
ward him still more highly? 

These considerations each democratic 
member of the general assembly must 
weigh and decide for himself. He must 
decide, in accordance with what he feels 
to be his duty to his party, whether it 
is sound policy to force an unnecessary 
campaign and election on the people at 
this time. He must decide whether it 
is wise to unnecessarily impose on the 
taxpayers the cost of an election; and he 
must settle for himself whether such a 
course would be the best thing that could 
happen to the party, whether it would 
strengthen and unite the organization, 
or tend to weaken it 

These are all practical questions, and 
each member of the legislature will 
have to bear his due share of the respon- 
sibility. It is too late now to say that 
a vacancy in the governor's office can be 
filled by holding a snap convention next 
Wednesday and a snap election on the 
18th of December. It can’t be done. The 
legislature will have to face the- situa- 
tion as it is.

The Sinking of the Texas. 

The New York Journal regards the 
sinking of the battleship Texas at the 
wharf in the Brooklyn navy yard as a 
satire on the vaunted strength of our 
American naval fleet. 

Whether this stricture is exactly fair 
or not is open to very grave dispute. It 
cammot be denied, however, that the 
sinking of the battleship Texas is, in 
some degree at least, humiliating to our 
naval pride.

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The Latest Phase of Civil Service Re- 
form. 

There 1s one aspect of Clevelandism 
that is.causing the most pronounced 
mugwumps to feel as if they had taken 
an overdose of jalap, and even the. idol- 
atrous News and Courier, of Charleston, 
is inclined to wretch and gag. 

The trouble lies in the rule which the 
Cleveland administration has lately es- 
tablished with tespect to subordinate 
officials. In every case where an official 
of less importance than the head of a 
department has engaged in an effort to 
promote the free coinage of silver, or 
has betrayed any enthusiasm in main- 
taining his allegiance to the democratic 
party, his head has fallen into the bas- 
ket. 

We referred to this matter yesterday 
and reproduced the manly letter of 
Judge W. B. Meming, of Kentucky, who 
had been at the head of a bureau in the 
treasury department, and who has been 
removed for advocating the election of 
Mr. Bryan. The Springfield Republican 
makes this comment: 

Such a case as this becomes strong 
chiefly through the exercise of the 
rights denied to subordinates by the 
publica officials above them. It is impos- 
sible—it must be frankly admitted—to 
draw a line tn political activity between 
the head of a department and the subor- 
dinate head of a bureau or the ordinary 
government employe. If it is proper for 
Mr. Carlisle or Comptroller Ickels 
or Assistant Secretary Harlin to go 
upon the stump, as in the last campaign, 
it cannot well be improper for Judge 
Fleming or Postmaster Ridgeley, of 
Illinois, to do the same. That the one 
may advocate what we may conceive to 
be @ good political or partisan cause, and 
the other what we may believe to be a 
bad cause, can make no difference, 
Points of view change with individuals, 
and to set up so variable a standard 
of judgment is to let down every bar 
which Mr. Cleveland has sought to raise 
against partisan activity on the part of 
federal] office holders. 


So with The Charleston News and Cou- 
rier, which says that “it is not easy to 
understand why conduct which is re- 
garded as a duty on the part of heads of 
departments should be regarded as crim- 
inal on the part of their subordinates.”’ 

While all this is true, it is also true 
that both of our contemporaries have 
missed the real essence of the matter. 
It is this: That while subordinate offi- 
cials have been applauded, leaves of ab- 
sence granted them and their expenses 
paid to oppose the election of Bryan, of- 
ficials of the same rank and grade have 
been summarily removed for exercising 
the right of free speech in favoring the 
election of the democratic candidate. 
Even allowing that there are class and 
caste distinctions among officials, and 
that heads of departments have political 
rights which their subordinates have 
been compelled to surrender, it must be 
conceded that one set of officials should 
have no such privilege from officials of 
the same rank and grade. Yet the fact 
remains that officials who were active 
democrats have been removed and those 
who were active for the republicans 
have been retained. 

But Mr. Cleveland will care nothing 
for the criticisms of his mugwump sup- 
porters. He has accumulated riches, and 
these, possibly, will give him content- 
ment. 
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The Treasury Portfolio. 

Inview of the issues of the campaign 
just ended, the chief interest of the 
cabinet makers centers on the treasury 
portfolio. A good many of the prophets 
are slating Cornelius N. Bliss, of New 
York, for that important position, and 
the announcements to this effect have 
taken on a semi-official air. 

Without making a personal fight on 
the able treasurer of the republican 
campaign committee, The Washington 
Post enters a vigorous protest against 
any cabinet which will place the treas- 
ury department of the government un- 
der the control of New York. The Post, 
however, does not restrict its opposition 
to the great metropolis alone, but in- 
cludes the entire stretch of country east 
of the Alleghany mountains. 

The stand which The Washington Post 
takes in this matter is not grounded up- 
on political reasons. It has no refer- 
ence whatever to the question of policy 
and is based solely upon the idea that 
the treasury department should be as 
far removed as possible from the infiu- 
ence and control of the money power. 
Says The Post, in defining its attitude: 


The mere fact that New York’s inter- 
est in the government of the nation re- 
fers exclusively to the treasury depart- 
ment is not a valid and convincing rea- 
son why New York should be given con- 
trol of that department. Quite the con- 
trary. As we see the matter it should be 
an unanswerable reason for giving the 
portfolio to a western man. ‘There is 
something indecent in the undisgulsed 
eagerness of New York on this point. 
Either the average New Yorker thinks 
that no one outs'de of Manhattan {sland 
is capable of administering the nation’s 
finances. or he holds that New York 
Should have place for the local profit 
there is in it. Take which alternative vou 
may prefer, the argument against New 
York is conclusive. The treasury should 
be administered for the benefit of the 
whole country—not for that of Wall 
street—-and the control of that depart- 
ment of the government should be con- 
fided to some one who realizes the exist- 
ence of a territory and a population west 
of the Hudson river. 

Nothing here said or suggested is to be 
construed as challenging Mr. Bliss’s per- 
sonal capacity. That he is a successful 
man of affairs, upright, conscient'ous, 
and patriotic, we do not for a moment 
doubt. Our contention is that no eastern 
man, least of all a New Yorker, should 
be made secretary of the treasury. The 
great bulk of the population of this 
country, its most potent forces of enter- 
prise and progress, its truest patriotism 
and its deepest devotion to American 
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The language of the foregoing editorial 
is vigorous and to the point, while the | 
spirit which it breathes is purely Ameri- 


ean. Although The Post was not in 
line with the advocates of bimetallism in 
the late campaign it ally agrees 
with them in the declaration that the 
money power should not control our leg- 
islation and that American finance 
should be independent of British manip- 
ulation. 


The Venezuelan Question. | 

After a long interval of diplomatic cor- 
respondence it is now evident that a mu- 
tual understanding between this country 
and Great Britain, with respect to the 
Venezuelan question, has been reached. 

Several months ago Lord Salisbury 
was uncompromisingly opposed to arbi- 
tration. His pronounced attitude was, 
of course, due in a.partial sense to the 
conviction that Great Britain was right 
in her demand, but in a more important 
measure to the feeling of national re- 
sistance aroused by the sharp tone of 
Mr. Cleveland's pronunciamento. In the 
meantime wiser counsels have prevailed 
in both countries, and indications now 
point to a solution of this vexed ques- 
tion without resort to bloodshed. 

The speech of Lord Salisbury in London 
last Monday evening on the occasion of 
the new lord mayor's installation not 
only gives proof of the radical change 
of mind which the British cabinet has 
undergone, but also mukes it evident 
that the object of Sir Julian Pouncefort’s 
visit to this country is to officially nott- 
fy the government of England’s acqul- 
escence in the plan of arbitration. 

In espousing the cause of Venczuela, 
this country merely planted itself upon 
the Monroe doctrine without taking the 
pains at that time to investigate the 
facts upon which the claim was based. 
Subsequent disclosures, however, have 
confirmed the position takén by the 
South American republic and justified 
this country in assuming her cause. The 
Venezuelan commission, which is now 
in session, has prosecuted its labors 
far enough to make it evident that Vene- 
zuela is right in her contentions and 
that England is claiming territory which 
does not belong to her. 

If the question is submitted to arbitra- 
tion, the result will be a complete vindi- 
‘cation of the claim which Venezuela has 
set up, as well as a triumph for the Mon- 
roe doctrine.

As a military leader General Weyler is a 
prodigious failure, notwithstanding the 
number of his reported victories it has at 
last commenced to dawn upon the home 
government that he is wholly incompetent. 
Except as a butcher the Spanish command- 
er has no claim to distinction. Speaking 
of Generul Weyler The Boston Advertis- 
er says: 

“It seems to be the general opinion in 
Spain that before many months have pass- 
ed, or perhaps before this year ends, Gen- 
eral Weyler will be recalled by the Madrid 
government from Cuba, ahd will return to 
Spain in disgrace. The Spanish general 
seems to have realized his situation, for 
there is good proof that he has entered 
into some understanding with the Spanish 
republicans, The latter are quite proud of 
the compuct, and some of the republican 
journals even hint that if Weyler is recail- 
ed it may be to bring about a republic in 
Spain. This threat is not so formidable as 
the Spanish republicans seem to consider 
it, for in spite of its bad success in the mat- 
ter of the Cuban revolution, the Madrid 
government seems to be strong enough in 
Spain to crush any insurrection there.

George W. Dice has told the story of his 
life. 

In a crimson-covered volume made up of 
a series of exciting chapters of the doings 
of the noted counterfeiter the history of the 
unique criminal convicted last March in 
Atlanta is told. 

The book of Dice was written during his 
confinement in the Fulton county jail. Dur- 


ing the time intervening between his ar-— 


rest in Kansas City and his trial an® 
conviction here he was busily at work nar- 
rating his life as a counterfeiter. 

The book is just out. It is made up ofthe 
incidents of a varied career. It is through 
this book that “‘the king of counterfeiters” 
has broken his continued silence in regard 


to his past life. 

“he arrest and detection of the notorious 
counterfeiter makes one of the most im- 
portant chapters in the annals of the secret 
service department of the United States. 
For years Dice passed bogus money in all 
parts of the United States. He Was the 
head of one of the largest gang) of counter- 
feiters that ever operated in this country 
and puzzled every secret service man in 
the department. He spread bad money 
broadcast. It was he who startied Chicago 
with his bold operation there during the 
world’s fair and scattered money about the 
city like chaff. 

His gang is charged with placing $90,000 in 
bogus silver certificates in Texas. With 
several members of his gang he jumped to 
Atlanta during the exposition. Some were 
arrested. Dice fled to Kansas City, where 
he was arrested. He was brought back to 
Atlanta, tried and given eight years in the 
federal prison in Columbus, O. He is there 
at present serving his tenm. 

What Dice Says. 

In the introduction of his book Dice says: 

“The telling of this story has been in- 
spired by no desire to pose as a martyr or 
to win further notoriety. The man who is 
behind prison bars is dead to the world, 
but his heart ges out to those upon whom 
his misfortunes may have brought a grief 
more poignant than his own.”’ 

The first chapters deal with his life in 
the west, telling\ how he was brought up 
a cowboy and afterwards drifted to 
Chicago. 

In no part of the book does he admit 
that he is guilty, but practical confession 
is made on every page. 

Telling of his experience after his career 
as a criminal was Well started Dice says: 

“It came about thus: I was in Houston, 
Tex., in the month of May, during the 
confederate reunion. One day I met a man 
who was well-dressed, but had the appear- 
ance of a ‘sport.’ As he approached me I 
recognized him at a glance as one of my 
‘tenderfoot cowboy’ companions of my 
Arizona adventure. Of course he was 
overjoyed to meet me once again, and I 
Was equaliy glad to meet him after so 
Many years. After a short chat he took 
me to a room in an out-of-the-way place, 
where he said that the other boys were 
stopping. 

“When we arrived at the house he ieft 
me on the outzide for some lttle time. 
Finally I was called upstairs, and on en- 
tering the room could see that something 
unusual had been pgwing on. They then 
told me all about the old mining camp, 
and how they had made thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of ore and Mexican dollars into 
American money, transported it into the 
states and disposed of it at par. They said 
that one bank had taken $20,000 worth of 
the ‘queer,’ and all was going well, when 
someone took the trouble to assay one of 
the dollars and found it to be .992 fine in- 
Stead of .¥00—the regular United States 
standard. 

“Here was a case where the counter- 
feit was better than Uncle Sam’s good 
money. 

“Well, the authorities had ‘cropped’ one 
of the boys, who had a ‘swzeeg,’ and he 
had had a ‘light fall’ and was then ‘doing 
his bit’ in a United States ‘pen.’ This was 
their story. 

“This expose had! ‘settled’ the coinage of 
silver at that time, but the party were

Assembly Takes Fruiless Ballot 
for United States Senator.

He Wants To Open the Ballot Boxes 
of Clay County at Once To See 
Who Committed Fraud. 
House Routine Yes- 
terday. 


The senate and house met in joint session 
yesterday and one ballot for United States 
senator was taken. The democrats scatter- 
ed their votes and there was, of course, no 
election. 

The session was made necessary by the 
provisions of law and at least one ballot 
must be taken each day at noon until a 
senator is electéd. 

There was an interested crowd of specta- 
tors in the galleries when the joint session 
begmn and the visitors remained during the 
roll call of the senate and house. 

The populist members of the assembly 
cast their votes for the nominee, William 
Phillips, and Seaborn Wright, defeated 
populist candidate for governor. 

The Fulton delegation voted for Judge 
Logan E. Bleckley, who is an avowed’ 
candidate for senator. He was in the house 
gallery during the balloting. The detail 
vote of the assembly is found below. 

The first party issue of the session was 
raised on the contest for Populist Foster's 
seat, who was returned as elected from 
Clay county. The democrats propose to 
send a committee to Clay to count the 
ballots and the populists, led by Mr. 
Branch, object. 

Mr. Mansfield, democrat... created a scene 
in the house and there was quite an uproar 
when he declared it was time to open the 
ballot box and see who committed fraud in 
Clay county. 

The question came up on the adoption of 
a, resolution authorizing the appointment 
of a committee of three to go to Clay and 
count the votes. Many democrats failed 
to vote on the question. 

When the contest issue was being dis- 
cussed by Mr. Branch and the democrats, 
Mr. Mullinax, a republican, came to the 
rescue of the populists and spoke for them. 
The incident is regarded as significant. 

Mr. Felder’s bill to authorize the taking 
of a census in cities of 10,000 population was 
passed by the house. The bill is to author- 
ize the council of Atlanta to take a census, 
but it also authorizes all other cities to 
do the same. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, offered a reso- 
lution appropriating $4,000 to purchase oil 
paintings of many Georgians. 

A full report of the joint session of the 
general assembly and the house of repre- 
sentatives follows: 

Session of the House. 

The house assembled at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning and the roll call showed that 
few more than a quorum were present, The 
legislators came in slowly and it was some 
time before the usual attendance was 
noted. Final adjournment was taken at 1 
o’clock. ’ 

Prayer was offered by Rev. C. R. Wright, 
chaplains . 

The journal of Tuesday’s proceedings was 
read by Clerk Grice and approved. 

Mr. Bowden, of Habersham, offered a 
resolution authorizing the governor to pass 
an order relinquishing all claims of the 
state on the property of the Blue Ridge and 
Atlantic Railroad Company. The resolu- 
tion sets forth that the railroad company 
has complied with the provision of an act 
of 1895, having put its roadbed in good con- 
dition and resumed its schedules, and is 
therefore entitled to be released from its 
obligation to the state. 

Mr. Bowden asked unanimous consent for 
the immediate consideration of the resolu- 
tion, but Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, object- 


ed and the resolution was referred to the 


committee on railroads. 

By unanimous consent Mr. Fogarty, of 
Richmond, secured the third reading of his 
bili to define the powers of the recorder of 
the city of Augusta. The bill was passed 
by 104 yeas to no nays. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Fogarty to 
authorize the city of Augusta to collect 
taxes on all lines of business was also read 
the third time and passed by the same 
vote.

Felder’s Census Bill Passes. 


The committee on corporations, Mr. John- 
son, of Hall, chairman, reported back a bill 
providing for the taking of censuses in cities 
of 10.000 population, the same to be recog- 
nized as an official state census. The com- 
mittee recommended -that the bill be 
amended so as to provide for the taking of 
censuses in towns and cities of 5,000, or 
more, population.

First Election Contest Fight On. 

At this point in the house proceedings the 
first pitched battle of the session between 
the democrats and populists was witnessed. 
The trouble came about over an election 
contest from Clay county and the dispute 
was lively, although brief, 

It seems that the committee on elections 
agreed to introduce in the house a resolu- 
tion authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three members to go to Clay coun- 
ty and recount the ballots cast in the elec- 
tion for representative. Some members of 
the committee appear to have misunder- 
stood that agreement, and when such a res- 
olution was offered by the acting chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Mansfield, of Mc- 
Intosh, there was strenuous objections to it. 


Kennetworth Charges Fraud. 


A. L. Foster, populist, is the sitting mem- 
ber, the record sent from Clay county show- 
ing that he received a majority of only 
three votes. The seat is being contested by 
W. P. Kennelworth, democrat, who charges 
that fraud was committed and that he was 
counted out. 

The committee investigated the case, but 
was unable to reach a decision as to the 
merits of the case. It was decided to send 
a committee to Clay county to count the 
ballots, giving all interested parties one 
day’s notice, the count to be made in the 
office of the clerk of the superiror court of 
Clay county. A resolution providing for 
that method of procedure was, therefore, 
offered, and but for the interruption of the 
session by the appearance of the senate at 
noon to ballot for senator the resolution 
would have been adopted. 

Mr. Branch Opposes It. 

Mr. Branch, populist, of Columbia county, 
leader of ‘this party in the house, objected to 
the consideration of the resolution and he 
wanted it referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections, 

Mr. Mansfield, of McIntosh, 
Slaton, of Fulton,’ stated 
resolution had been before the com- 
mittee. Mr. Slaton said that the 
officer of Clay county whose duty it was to 
send the evidence in the case to the house 
had failed to do so and that it was neces- 
sary to go to Clay after the evidence. 

Mr. Mansfield took a hand in the discus- 
sion. He declared that he wanted a com- 
mittee to go to Clay county and “get in the 
ballot box and see who did the stealing.”’ 

Mansfield Causes an Uproar. 

Mr. Mansfield’s friends say he is some- 
what enthusiastic when a party question 
is raised and he proved the truth of his 
reputation when he crossed the house to 
where Mr. Branch was speaking and lean- 
ing almost against the member from Co- 
lumbia, said he was ready to answer ques- 
tions. The house was in an uproar at the 
scene, and Speaker Jenkins declared his 
disapproval of such methods of colloquy 
between members.

The senate was in session only a short 
While yesterday. After introducing a few 
bills, a recess was taken until 12 o’clock, 
when the two houses met in joint session to 
take a joint ballot for United States sen- 
ator. The senators voted as on yesterday, 
scattering honors around promiscuously. 
The vote of the senators will be found 


elsewhere. 

An important measure was introduced at 
yesterday’s session of the senate by Sen- 
ator Turner. The bill is an act to amend 
the constitution of the state so as to en- 
large the power of exemption from taxa- 
tion all places of religious worship or 
burial, and also ali property belonging to 
colleges, incorporated seminaries and other 
places of learning. 

It will require a two-thirds vote of the 
general assembly to pass the bill, as it is to 
alter the state constitution, and will have 
to be submitted to the people at the next 
gubernatorial election. 

The bill provides that all property of any 
church, religious society or sect be exempt- 
ed from taxation, and also exempts the 
property of any college, incorporated acad- 
emy, or other seminary of learning; the real 
and personal property of any public li- 
brary and that of any other used by or 
connected with such library; all books and 
philosophical apparatus; all paintings and 
Statuary of any company or association 
kept in a public hall and not held or sold 
as merchandise, provided such property is 
not used for private property or income. 

Property of churches, colleges, etc., are 
exempted from taxation by the present law 
to a certain extent. Mr. Turner’s bill seeks 
to further exempt such property. 

The Fulton School Bill. 

The bill of Mr. Felder, establishing a 
system of public schools in Fulton county, 
which had been read for the second time in 
the senate, came up for a third reading 
and a vote on its passage. Mr. Battle, of 
the twenty-fourth, objected to a third read- 
ing of the bill before it went before the 
proper committee. It had been engrossed 
by motion of Senator Blalock. The twenty- 
fourth’s senator made a speech in which 
he said no bill should pass the senate with- 
out that body clearly understanding its 
meaning, and as Mr. Felder’s bill would 
cause an election in Fulton county, he 
thought it ought to be referred to the com- 
mittee on county and county matters. He 
moved that this action be taken, and the 
serate voted that the bill be taken out of 
engrossment and referred to the committee 
on county and county matters. 

This will defer the passage of thé bill for 
séveral days. It was passed unanimously 
by the house, and the senate will likewise 
pass it without any dissenting votes. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Mann, 
of the second district, that authorizes the 
collection of taxes on property which -has 
been placed in the hands of a receiver. 

The bill provides as. follows: 

“That, from and after the passage of the 
act, it shall be lawful to force the collection 
of taxes due by individuals or corporations 
to the state, county and municipal corpor- 
ations, notwithstanding that the property 
of said individuals or corporations may 
have been placed in the hands of a receiver 
for the benefit of creditors or stockholders

The next process was to place 
the bill between two papers, the one cov- 
ering the front being glazed with glycerine, 
and the one covering the back with paraf- 
fine. They were then ‘worked by roHing 
in the hands. The holes were punched 
through to give them the appearance of 
having been sent through in express money 
packages. This point deceives many eX- 
perienced people, who think that money 
must be good if handled and shipped by an 
express company—an _ entirely erroneous 
conclusion. 

“All this was explained to me by my 
quondam friends. After enjoying their 
hospitality and talking over our former 
adventure, I left them for the time.” 

Made a Narrow Escape. 

In another chapter, Dice tells of an ex- 
citing escape, as follows: 

“As my friends had promised, they vis- 
ited my camps in force, and I entertained 
them in genuine cowboy style. My cattle 
were nearly ready for shipment, and the 
prospect of a cheap ride to Chicago, in 
consequence, seemed to take a fast hold on 
my visitors. I did not object. 

“During the interval of delay they de- 
cided to combine business with pleasure, 
and to improve the ehining hour like the 
‘little busy bee.’ There were no ‘joints’ 
to be ‘turned’ in my vicinity, so they pro- 
ceeded to practice another branch of their 
profession, 

“They went over to the banks of the 
Brazos, on the pretense of a fishing ex- 
cursion, but in reality their trip was for 
the purpose of giving a teabath to a few 
copies of Bland’s silver bill, or to baptize 
Uncle Tom Hendricks—several of him. Af- 
ter doing this in the approved manner be- 
fore described, they hung up the ‘rags’ on 
the ground to dry.. 

“At this time along came a ‘south-east- 
west’ wind, and when it subsided, the rags 
lay like dead leaves, scattered all around, 
some up the trees, some under logs and 
some among the ‘cotton flelds and corn.’ 
Others kept rolling on. After gathering 
them up, like ‘shells from the seashore’ or 
‘flowers from the wildwood,’ their owners 
found that they were ‘a few checks shy;’ 
in fact, they were ‘out’ some six or eight 
ten-spot silver certificates. So when the 
sun went down it found them not on a 
still hunt, but still hunting for fly-away 
‘queers;’ but the darkness came and they 
were compelled to give up the search. 

“The next morning an old-time plantation 
darky came along and found what he sup- 
posed to be a new ten-dollar bank note. “Te 
proceeded to tell all his neighbors « $3 
good fortune, which, however, proved ye 
his misfortune; so other cotton pickers quit 
their fields of labor and went to seek for- 
tunes on the banks of the Brazos. Shortly 
afterwards there was another bill found, 
and the excitement grew stronger. The 
farm hands came from far and near. In 
fact, their employers could not keep them 
in the fields at any price. They actually 
left crops in need of attention and went 
looking for greenbacks among the green 
trees. You would hear an old-time slave 
say: ‘Go ’long, white man, I can’t work 
for you today. I’se gwine down on de rib- 
ber to fin’ sum ob dat money wot dey all 
am talkin’ ’bout. Dat Efrm Johnsing jes 
dun foun’ a bran’ new ten-dollar bill, an’ 
ole man Smith foun’ one. I knows uv, and 
dere’s hull lot uv dem niggars dat am 
findin’ ’em an’ doan’ say nuffin ’bout hit.’ 
Well, at the close of the second day, all 
eight of the ‘rags’ were accounted for, and 
the excitement was at a fever heat. Some 
‘poor white trash’ had joined in the search 
for ten-dollar notes. Even the owners of 
the land became interested and wanted to 
claim royalty on the money already found, 
but ‘coon’-like the negroes held on to 
their cash. 

“However, when Deacon Smith, who 
found the first bill, sent it up to Houston 
to exchange for a wholesale supply of 
‘benzine,’ tobacco, cigars and the other 
necessaries of life, you can imagine the 
deason’s surprise, as well as that .of the 
others, who had been so fortunate (7?) as 
to find the much looked for ‘queer,’ when 
instead of the goods and good things or- 
dered, the bill came back, with a whole 
pack of secret service hounds on its trail, 
and such a ‘coon-hunting’ time Was never 
known before in Texan history. 


His Trip to Atlanta. 

Dice tells of his visit ta Atlanta just 
before he was captured as follows: 

“At least, finding things dull in my line, 
I decided’to take advantage of the cheap 
rates and take a trip to Atlanta, Ga., 
where the Cotton States and International 


. Exposition was in progress. 


“T left Kansas City on a Saturday night, 
and taking a through sleeper, arrived at my 
destination on the Monday following. I 
stopped at the Oriental hotel, visited the 
exposition daily, making the Hammond 
Dressed Beef Company’s exhibit my head- 
quarters, 

“After a few days’ sojourn, who did I 
find on the scene but ‘Queer Jim.’ He 
was in great trouble. A couple of ‘shovers’ 
had been ‘p:nched.’ He had the sane old 
‘swag’ with him, and was in doubt how 
best to protect himself. 

“I preferred not 
in the game, but he was in 
great distress, so I at last told 
told him to send around the bag and “4 
would get someone to attend to it for him. 
Here is where I made the mistake of my 
life, for I could have taken the bag along 
with me and no one would have been the 
wiser. 

“Tt was, however, sent around to its 
destination by a ‘brother in black,’ and 
afterward Jim had a few words with me 
in the Kimball house. 

“I then learned that by accommodating 
him I had ‘put my foot in it.’ I was in- 
formed that Fitzgerald, the Chicago ‘tly- 
cop,’ and the whole of the secret service 
were hot after.me. I said: ‘Well, I am 
here, let them come and get me.’ I de- 
cided, however, to look them up first and 
to see what manner of men _ such noted 
detectives could be. 

“I had no trouble in locating my marks, 
and joined in with them. I soon found that 
they really wanted me, and so, after con- 
sideration, I decided to return to Kansas 
City, where I was well known, so that in 
case there was any charge against me I 
would be at home, where I could have the 
assistance of my friends if necessary.

It is a little more than I ex- 
pected, but it might have been worse. 

“I will have to let it go at that, and 
if I cannot be good, I will be just as good 
as I can, and thus get some time off my 
sentence. In that event I will only have 
to stay about five years. That will not be 
a long time rolling round, and desides, I 
will get a good long rest; have a nice, 
clean home, plenty to eat and to wear and 
nothing to trouble my mind. 

“Just think of the many advantages that 
a good man can enjoy at one of Undclé 
Sam’s deadhead hotels, where they have 
first-class accommodations for the care of 
those who do not comply with the rules 
and regulations of the 
written in Uncle's big 
known as the ‘Revised.

Waters seems to have been the victim of 
a most foul deed. While there !s no positive 
proof of the negro’s guilt, yet the circum- 
stances in the case warrant his peing held 
for an investigation. He denies absolutely 
en¥ connection with the tragedy, but City 
Detectives Hewitt and Taylor, who are 
working the case, nod their heads signig- 
cantly and state the developments so far 
are not in his favor. 

The circumstances surrounding the killing 
are most mysterious. No strong motive has 
as yet been established, for the awful deed, 
as far as Perdue is concerned, and the 
evidence is purely circumstantial. No one 
either saw or heard the fatal shot fired. 

The killing occurred on the Humphries 
road, about a mile west of Lakewood park. 
The body was found by a farmer on the 
hanks of a small stream which furnishes 
the outlet for the big lake at the old water- 
works. The body had been dragged by 
murderous hands around a corn field, and 
left on the bank of the brook. 

Tt seems as if Perdue and Waters were 
old companions with gun and dog. The 
best feeling, though, has not existed be- 
tween them. Witnesses state that over & 
year ago the negro threatened Waters’s life, 
and that three weeks ago he made another 
threat against the dead man, caused by 
some dispute over a dog. 

The evidence is decidedly conflicting. 
Several witnesses state they saw the two 
together on Tuesday. On the other hand, 
Perdue says he was not with Waters on 
that fatal day, and that he can easily prove 
an alibi. He claims he was with a man 
by the name of Ed Morgan. 

The theory of suicide or accident is not 
entertained by the officers or the family of 
the dead man. They say there was no 
possible cause Which would have prompted 
the former, and from the very natnre of 
the deed, an accident was impossibly. 

Leaves His Home. 

It was about 8 o’clock Tuesday morning 
that Waters took his dogs and a gun, and 
kissing His wife and baby goodby, started 
out for a day’s hunt. He was in the very 
best of spirits, and stated he would cer- 
tainly return before sunset. 

About 8 o'clock, while standing in the 
front door gazing up the deserted street, 
the wife saw her husband’s dog approach- 
ing. The anirfial, with an _ instinctive 
knowledge of what had happened, barked in 
the direction where Waters then lay dead, 
as if to divulge to Mrs, Waters the sad 
news. 

A few minutes later Mrs, Waters notified 
the police, but they had not heard of the 
missing man. The city was scoured for 
him Tuesday night, but in vain. About il 
o'clock the anxious wife, knowing that her 
husband had gone hunting with Perdue, 
sent a messenger to his home to know of 
any news from Waters. The negro’s wife 
stated Purdue had never returned. This 
was repeated several times during the night 
with the same result. . 

At daylight yesterday morning hore ore was 
intense excitement. Every one believed 
Waters had been foully dealt with. Search- 
ing parties were immediately organized, 
headed by George Jones and J. C. Black- 
stock. They started toward Westview 
cemetery, where Waters had stated he was 
going to hunt. 

George Waters, the young brother of the 
murdered man, went alone. His brother 
had told him the afternoon before that he 
was going to hunt near Poole’s swamp and 


: 


' George thought he knew where to find him. 


Walking hastily down the Humphries 
road, about 9 o’clock, he was startled by 
the bark of a dog. The noise came from his 
left, through a cornfield, but he attached 
no especial significance to the noise. He 
soon came to the home of Farmer Dire. He 
had heard nothing of the missing mah, 
but volunteered to aid in the search. The 
two then set out together along the bank 
of the stream. 

The Body Discovered. 

After a short distance had been covered 
the two were startled again by the bark- 
ing of a dog. Young Waters thought he 
recognized the tone and determined to in- 
vestigate. Dire was in front. In a moment 
he gave a cry of horror. He discovered the 
dead man lying on the side of the brook, 
closely guarded by his faithful dog. Water’s 
head was wrapped in his coat, which had 
been taken off by the murderer. The top 
of his skull was gone, making a frightful 
hole in his head. His leather belt, used to 
carry game, was lying on the ground fif- 
teen feet from the body. His gun and hat 
were missing, as well as the cartridges he 
was supposed to have carried in his pocket. 

An investigation disclosed some signifi- 
cant facts. A path around the cornfield 
Showed the body had been dragged from 
the road, a distance of about a hundred 
yards. Lying on one side of the road was 2 
Piece of Waters’s hat about the size of a 


4ollar. The cornstalks in the cornfield by 


the side of the road were pierced with shot. 

There were also comparatively fresh 
tacks down the brook going east. The 
tracks are still very plain and the wearer 
had a very large shoe. The size of the foot- 
Prints have not yet been compared with 
Perdue’s shoes. 

The news was received in the city about 
R60n. The family of the dead man was 
Prostrated. Patterson, the undertaker, was 
‘D0tified, and the body was taken to his 
tablishment on Peachtree street yester- 
‘day afternoon.

They Were Seen Together. 


It will be proved by several witnesses, 
however, that Waters and the negro 
Started off hunting together Tuesday morn- 
ing. .The fact that Perdue denies having 
been with Waters is thought to be one of 
the strongest points against him. 

On Monday afternoon George Waters 


heard a conversation between Perdue and 


the dead man, when it was agreed that 
they should hunt the next day together. 
This arrangement was clearly understood 
between them. 

On Tuesday morning about 8 o'clock, the 
day of the murder, Mrs. Gossitt, who lives 
next door to Watoers’s, states that she saw 
Waters and Perdue leave together and 
Start down the railroad ‘tracks. Waters 
carried a gun; Perdue did not. There were 
Several dogs with them. 

Billy Hewell, the watchman at the 
Humphries street crossing for the Southern 
railroad, states that he saw Perdue and 
Waters walking down the railroad tracks 
about 8 o'clock Tuesday morning. He is 
positive it was Perdue. Several other par- 
ties state they saw them together during 
the course of the day. 

Over a year ago Mrs. Spinks was stand- 

ing in her doorway on Walker street. Per- 
due was talking to a woman only a few 
steps away. Mrs. Spinks heard hime make 
the remark, ‘I will live to lay Waters 
away yet.” The colored woman reminded 
him of Mrs. Spinks’s presence and the 
negro said no more. Waters was told of 
this but was not alarmed, as he said the 
negro had nothing against him. 
Three weeks ago Waters and Perdue had 
Some difficulty over the possession of a 
dog, in which Perdue is said to have threat- 
ened Waters’s life again. 

Waters’s gun has never been found. De- 
tectives Taylor and Hewitt are actively at 
“work on the case, as well as the county 
officers, and they will sift the matter to 
the bottom. 

To Hold an Inquest. 
~ ThE body tefikinéd at the undertakers 
last night. Coroner Paden was notified yes- 
terday afternoon, and he will hold an in- 
quest at Patterson’s at 8 o’clock this 
morning. 

At midnight last night Adolphus Davis, 
a negro, was arrested and locked in the sta- 
tion house, suspected of being connected 
with the murder.

Glass says he slipped upon the oily sub- 
stance and was thrown into an engine pit, 
which was very deep. He says he fell upon 
an iron bolt, badly wrenching himself and 
receiving such dangerous injuries that he 
became insane and was tried before the or- 
dinary upon a writ of lunacy. He says he 
was sent to the asylum, where he remained 
three months. when he was discharged. 

In his petition Glass charges the road 
with negligence on account of the waste 
being left between the tracks. He says a 
barrel had been placed in the yard for the 
purpose of keeping waste from congregat- 
ing about the place and the act of the com- 
pany amounts to lHability.

@ reduction. The rates have been reduced 
10 per cent, he said, within the last few 
years. Some dinxvesion arose over the 
profit in through business done by rail- 
roads, Captein Purse stated that the roads 
do a great deal of through business at @ 
less. Mr. Culp said that the reads do not 
haul freight. for less than the cost unless 
@ mistake is mad@ in billing or in some 
exceptional case, He claimed that railroads 
cften take a through shipment of freight 
at a figure which would be a loss if that 


were the only shipment going to the same 
destination or in the same direction. But 
as the trains have to be operated any way, 
the traffic can be handled at a profit even 
at low figures, sometimes. 

No decision was rendered in this case. 

An order was granted allowing a change 
in the classification of cotton seed meal. 
Hereafter it will be charged the same 
rate that wheat bran pays. The cotton 
seed ofl men claim that if they can get 
a lower rate on the meal for a time they 
will be able to introduce the meal much 
more widely as food for cattle. The cotton 
seed meal comes in competition with bran, 
and therefore the change in classification 
Was granted, the roads agreeing. 

In the afternoon the cut rate cotton 
cases were called. Captain Purse, as chair- 
man of the Savannah freight bureau, was 
represented by Colonel W. C. Glenn, Major 
Joseph Cumming appeared for the Georgia 
road, Judge John I. Hall for the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, and Major Joe la- 
mar, of Augusta, for certain exporters. 

The railroad commission had issued sub- 
poenas calling on the Georgia and other 
railroads and some private firms to pre- 
sent their books in which the records 
of cotton transactions were kept. 

The roads and the firms protested against 
showing their books. They said that the 
commission’s subpoena was not the right 
kind of one; that it should have been a 
subpoena’ duces tecum, if the board had 
authority to issue any kind of a subpoena 
in the case which they had up. The roads 
denied that the commission had any right 
to go into the cut rate cases, and fought’ 
that proposition, which was supported by 
Colonel Glenn. The constitution of the 
United States, of Georgia, the revised stat- 
utes, the Georgia code, acts of the legisla- 
ture and decisions of divers courts were 
quoted for and against the proposition. 

One of the main points in contention was 
whether the commission had any right 
to investigate the methods pursued by rail- 
rcads in handling interstate traffic. It was 
admitted that they might investigate 
state commerce, but the roads denied the 
right to look into imterstate transactions, 
This point was argued at length. 

Colonel Glenn argued that the word 
subpoena used in the act of 189 was gen- 
eric and was meant to cover all manner of 
subpoenas. To admit that the commission 
was authorized to investigate cases of dis- 
crimination and then to deny to it’ the 
power of pursuing the necessary and legal 
methods of making the investigation would 
place them In the position of Tantalus. The 
water would come up to their necks, but 
they~would not be able to drink. 

After a full argument on the question the 
board continued the hearing next week.

MAY FALL THROUGH. 


Mr, Ryan’s Deal for the Seaboard 
Likely To Fail. 

New York, November 11.—(Special,)— 
There is no sign of life this week in the 
Seaboard Air-Line deal. Mr. Ryan and his 
syndicate are not Saying a word, but it is 
very evident that no representative of the 


syndicate has either made an examination 
of the road or of the books of the Seaboard 
ompany. It is understood that the syndi- 
cate got an extension of time or gave one 
until November 15th in which the transfer 
of stock could be made. That time 
extension was given to enable the pool té 
corral more stock for the syndicate. The 
pool got hold of about 8.000 shares, first and 
last, but Mr. Ryan wanted more. Under the 
Seaboard and Roanoke’s voting arrange- 
ment. stock is scaled, and if a large block 
of it is held in one body, it does not have 
a vote for every share. 

It seems that President Hoffman, of the 
Seaboard, has the pooled stock himself, and 
he, perhaps, does not care much whether 
the Ryan people take the Seaboard or not. 
If Mr. Ryan does not get it, Mr. Hoffman 
will remain in control,,and the Seaboard 
will go right back to its policy. If Mr, Ry- 
an does buy, Mr. Hoffman will get a high 
figure for his stock in the Seaboard and 
Roanoke and in the Baltimore Steam Pack. 
et Company. The trouble which has been 
experienced by the pool in getting contro] 
of more of the Seaboard and Roanoke 
stock, no doubt exists in the fact that a 
number of stockholders in that property 
have much larger interests in other proper- 
ties controlled by that road. As has been 
stated in The Constitution before, a man 
who owns $1,000 of sock in the Seaboard 
and Roanoke, and $5,000 or $10,000 of other 
securities controlled by the Seaboard and 
Roanoke, is not going to sell control of the 
whole thing even at $125 for his common 
stock. That is the milk in the cocoanut, 
It is said that the astute Mr. Henry Craw- 
ford did not make the contract with Mr. 
McLane-and Judge Watts for the delivery 
of a controlling interest in the Seaboard 
as binding as it might have been. The 
agreement was concluded so hastily on the 
morning of the Seaboard’s annual eleStion 
that the terms were not set out with the 
exactness which is usual in the papers which 
Mr. Crawford passes on. 

The syndicate paid down $60,000 to bind 
the agreement. Whether the pool will give 
up that money is a question which may 
have to be settled in the courts. 

It is understood that Messrs. Ryan and 
Crawford were buying the Seaboard as a 
personal speculation. The system has made 
a wonderful increase in revenue in the 
last three months, and if the presént rate 
can be kept tp. President Hoffman and his 
associates will be*perfectly willling to hold 
on. The Atlantic Coast Line has gone into 
a deal with the Southern, and the Seaboard 
is now doing business in the Coast Line’s 
territory, from which it was debarred be- 
fore under an agreement with the Coast 
Line. 

Mr. Moncure Robinson returned thid 
week from a trip over the Seaboard, and it 
is reported that he is not eager to sell out 
now—even at $125 a share for his Seaboard 
stock and $150 for his steamboat stock. So 
the indications are that the deal will fall 
through and that the present management 
will continue to do business a the same 
old stand and in pretty much the same old 
way, which is a rather lively way for 
other roads in the south. 

It is said that President Hoffman is after 
General John Gill for trying to get him out 
of the Seaboard. 


SYNDICATE WILL | OPERATE ROAD 


Guarantees Larger Dividends Than It 


Has Been Paying. 

Raleigh, N. C., November 11.—The syndi- 
cate of wealthy Goldsboro men which has 
made arrangements to lease the. Atlantic 
and North Carolina railway gu tees to 
pay 2% per cent dividend annully and puts 
up a large guarantee fund. It now remains 
only for the private stockholders to ratify 
the lease, The state operates the road and 
owns two-thirds of the stock. The road has 
never paid more than 2 per cent divildend.

WORK WILL BE BEGUN SHORTLY 


When Completed Atianta Will Have a 
Potsoffice of the First Class. 


‘POSTAL FACILITIES , WILL BE IMPROVED 


A Committee from the City Council 
Will Supervise the Work—Expect 
to Complete It by Jan. ist. 


Preparations for a new city census for 
Aflanta are already under way, and as 
soon as the bill authorizing it is passed by 
the senate the active work will be com- 


menced. . 

The city authorities were notified yester- 
day that Representative Tom Felder’s bill 
providing for the special census had passed 
the house and gone to the senate, where it 
will undoubtedly meet approval and soon 
become a law. 

The city council committee on manufac- 
tures and statistics, Mr. Joseph Hirsch 
Chairman, will have control of the work 
for the city. Mr. Hirsch is now out of the 
city, and is not expected to return in 
several weeks. When the bill passes the 
senate and becomes a law Mr. Albert How- 
ell, the next member on the manufactures 
and statistics committee of the council, will 
conduct the work until Mr. Hirsch returns. 

The census is being taken primarily in 
order to improve Atlanta’s postal service. 
The present service is based on the last 
Official census of the government, taken in 
1890, which gave Atlanta a population of 
60,000 inhabitants. All cities having under 
75,000 people are given a postoffice of the 
second class; all over that number a post- 
office of the first class. The cities having 
first-class rostoffices have many more let- 
ter carriers than cities of an inferior grade, 
and. the carriers are paid more and are 
more efficient. 

The number of carriers allowed Atlanta 
are by no means sufficient to cover the ter- 
ritory as rapidly and efficiently as the city 
deserves. The posta] authorities at Wash- 
ington realize this fully, but are powerless 
under the law to do anything for Atianta’s 
benefit until another census is taken. This 
census must be authorized by the legisia- 
ture, and the official count must be certified 
to by the secretary of state. 

When the Felder bill came up before the 
house yesterday it looked for a while as 
though there would be a fight over its 
passage. Inasmuch as the school appropri- 
ation of the state is based upon a census, 
some of the populist members’ thought 
that the passage of the bill would derange 
the present ratio of division of the school 
fund and that the cities might get a 
larger proportion than the counties, 

Mr. Baggett, the representative from 
Laurens, called on Mr. Felder, of Fulton, 
to explain what effect a new census would 
have upon the school fund. Mr. Felder 
promptly showed by reading the law on the 
case, that there would be no change what- 
ever, as the school appropriation was based 
upon a schoql census and not upon a gen- 
eral census. When the point wag made 
clear the populist members withdrew their 
objection and the bill passed the house by 
a@ unanimous vote. 

It is expected to pass the senate within a 
few days, and then thé census takers will 
get to work at once. Th® present city coun- 
cil is anxious to complete the work before 
their successors assume office on January 
ist, and they will probably succeed,

GEORGIA’S GOLD DEPOSIT. 


Civil Engineer Hall Talks of the Ore 
in This State. 

Mr. B. M. Hall, of; fhis city, who is one 
of the best known civil and mining en- 
gineers in the state, ‘said to a representa- 
tive of The Costitution yesterday: 

“Il was glad to see the article in Sun- 
day’s Constitution on Georgia gold mines, 
by Professor Yeates, giving a brief sketch 
of his bulletin, soon to be issued, on the 
subject. The people of Georgia have rea- 
son to be proud of the fact that we, at 
least, have a. state geologist who is fully 
alive to the importance of this great ques- 
tion. 

“As a mining engineer of long experience 
in the south Appalachian gold fields,- I 
look forward to the coming bulletin with 
a great deal of interest. It will be a 
systematic general treatise on our different 
gold formations, which cover a large area 
in the state; each belt having its own 
characteristics, and all of them present- 
ing many interesting features. It will 
serve as a guide to the prospector, and 
of special interest to the mining engineer 
who is called to examine and report upon 
one or more mines in any locality. ‘ 

“The most important subject before the 
scientific world today is the economical 
treatment of gold ores and where to look 
for new supplies. in our meetings of 
the American Institute of Mining Engi- 
heers, I notice that this question excites | 
more discussion than any other and that 
an eager desire is shown to know more 
about the southern gold bearing forma- 
tions. The bulletin referred to will, in a 
gréat measure, meet this demand for in- 
formation, and mark the beginning of a 
mew era in this, our most important,

otter resources. The Geotgia geological 
sufVey, under his mahagement, is a suc- 
cess and should be liberally supported by 
the state.”

Compiled Now. 


WILL SOON GO TO THE PRINTER 


Materially Increased—New Book 
‘Will Be All Complete. 


Atlanta’s new city directory—the directo- 
ry of 1897—will soon be printed. 

The new directory will show an increase 
in the population of the city. It will con- 
tain a great many more names than the old 
directory, and will be as complete a guide 
to the city as has ever been issued. 

It is stated by those who are getting out 
the new directory that it will be ready for 
publication within two or three weeks. =e 
work of compilation has already advance 
to a great degree, and nearly all of the 
names that will appear in. the pook have 
been secured by the canvassers who have 
worked the city over. 

The new directory will be edited by Mr. 
V. V. Bullock, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce. For the past three months he 
has had a corps of canvassers going Over 
the city collecting such names and ad- 
dresses as should appear in the directory. 
The canvassers were about ten in number 
and they took the city by districts and put 
down all names and addresses on slips of 
paper and afterwards went over the ter- 
ritory and corrected’ the addresses. The 
men are required to cover their territory 
several times so as to keep up with all 
changes of residence. The names they 
want are names of all males who have 
regular positions in the city, names of the 
heads of all families and names of ladies 
who fill positions. Names of persons under 
sixteen years old rarely appear in the di- 
rectory. 

The canvassers who are getting up the 
names for the directory complain some of 
having trouble in securing names. Persons 
who wish to avoid paying street tax try 
and keep their names out of the directory. 
There are several thousand names that are 
missed by the canvassers just for the rea- 
son that their owners do not wish to be 
located by the city marshal. The canvassers 
in the boarding districts complain of much 
dodging. They say that it is almost impos- 
sible to get all the names at large board- 
ing houses where the landlord has been in- 
structed by the boarders to keep their 
names out. 

The new directory will be about the same 
size as the '96 directory. It will be bound 
the same and will be printed on about the 
same quality of paper. 

Macon Man Wanted To Publish It. 

Mayor King has received a letter from 
a Macon man who wanted to compile and 
have published the Atlanta directory of ‘97. 
The mayor wrote the man in the Central 
City that the city had nothing whatever to 

do with the compilation of the directory, 
and that it would be published by the sec- 
retary of the chamber of commerce, as 
usual. 

The copies of the new directory will be 
put on sale a few days before the Ist of 
January. Copies will be delivered to all 
parts of the city for the necessary sum. 
Last year’s directory was sold for $5. 

Mr. Bullock has several men actively at 
work compiling the directory. The city can- 
vassers are going over their respective ter- 
ritories, noting all changes, etc., and the 
copy for the book will go to the printer 
next week or week after. The advertise- 
ments that will be’ scattered through the 
book are ready for print now.

security and safety by leaving her home 
and going to the house of her neighbor. 

Less than three years ago Mrs. Thomason 
was married to George O. Thomason. At 
the time of the marriage she was &@ heyy it 
her husband, Isaac Brown, having di 
several years ago, leaving her two young 
children to care for. 

The wife alleges that she has been a 
faithful, affectionate and dutiful helpmeet 
and has discharged her duties as best she 
could. She says she had been married only 
four months when she discovered that she 
had loved well, but not wisely. She says 
her husband began to abuse her, using 
vulgar and obscene language in her pres- 
ence and in the presence of her children. 
He would come home in an intoxicated 
condition and@ conduct himself in a bois- 
trous manner. 

Mrs. Thomason says he made usé of 
language that was vile and vulgar and 
on several occasions threatened her life and 
the lives of her children. She says that 
one time he threatened to burn her home. 
Mrs. Thomason says he abused both her 
and her children and his example was not 
that of a father which could be emulated 
by his children. On account of his con- 
duct and alleged abuse and cruel treatment 
the wife states that she could no longer 
live with him, and fearing) that he would 
do her bodily harm, fled to the house of 
a stranger In the neighborhood, where she 
secured protection. 

Many Witnesses Testify. 

The fight that is being made in the first 
division of the city court for the payment 
of the life insurance carried by John M. 
Robinson grew exceedingly interesting 
yesterday. 

John Robinson was known to almost 
everyone, and in his early days had been 
very popular aniong his friends. About two 
years ago he was carried to the city stock- 
ade to serve a short sentence that had 
been imposed in the recorder’s court. 

While at work one afternoon he was 
seized with sudden fliness, and while he was 
being carried in a wagon to the eamp he 
died. At the time of his death he carriéd 
$5,000 life insurance in the Massachusetts 
Benefit Life Association. The amount of 
this policy has never been paid, the con- 
tention of the company being that Robin- 
son’s statement in regard to his temperate 
habits was false and that the insurance 
was obtained by fraud. A large number 
of witnesses testified in the case yesterday.
